To Bataan With 
Surprise Attack 

MACARTHUK HEADQUARTERS. LUZON, Jan. SI (U.PJ 
— American troops returned In triumph to Bataan today after 
a bloodleaa landing on the west const ot Luzon that cut the 
Japanese island defenses into four doomed pockets and may 
already have overrun the former U.S. navnl base at Olongapo. 

Iri another of the bold amphibious strokes that have rolled 
the Japanese back across New Guinea, the Halmaheraa and 
the central Philippines, the newly-constituted V. S. eighth 
army established a solid eight-mile beachhead between San 
Felipe and San Antonio, 45 miles northwest of Manila, with- 
out losing a man, ship or 



plane. 

The first assault troops hit 
the beach without firing a 
shot, and in a few hours more 
than a division of veteran 
jungle fighters were speeding 
inland through lanes of cheer- 
ing natives.

The history ol "work or light" leglsiatlon to 
date might serve as a alilnlng example of how 
to do tlilnRS the hard way. Anrt for a proper 
bitckgrovind for the example vc might go 
back to the rail ot 10-lQ. 

It became evident at that lime that this 
countrj' would have to raise, train, and equip 
a citizen army against the threat ol war, and 
that In order to be of adequate size It would 
have to be conscripted. 

Accordingly, the President requested and 
congress passed the selective Bcrvlce act. This 
act carries civil penalties tor (allure to re- 
port (or registration and examination for In- 
duction, among many other things. 
The penalties range up to S10,000 fine and 
[ five years In prison. The act hns worked efll- 
I'l clently and its lalrncss has not been ques- 
tioned, even though its application has been 
.'I conluslng upon occasion. 

In the last few months it has been made 
\ \ known that the men ol this cltlrens' army 
■' , and navy were lacking certain war materials 
,■ which they needed to conclude the war vic- 
torlously, and with the greatest possible sav- 
,' Ing of time and lives. 

It might have Ecemed that the parallel be- 
^1 tween need for men and need for arms would 
have been apparent, and that the supplying 
ol the second need would have been patterned 
on the successful selective service model. 
Instead, however, the house military af- 
11 fairs committee went to work on a bill aimed 
< only at men between 18 and 45 who had been 
given draft deferment because of physical 
mental disability. 
It proposed to force them Into essential 
' work by threatening them with a perversion 
of the military service for which they had 
! been rejected — a llbol upon the proud and 

■ AOlemn patriotic duty to serve one's country. 
! It did not seem to occur to (he committee 
i members that physically unlit men could ho 

made to enter essential work on pain of the 
same punishment Imposed for dereliction ol 
! military duty, until anny officers told them 
' that the army had all the limited service men 
. It could use. 

Only then did the committee ren^ove from 
. Its bill the manifestly unfair military punlsh- 
; ment and substitute penalties. Meanwhile 

■ there was a certain suspicion arising from the 
i activities of other congressional committees 
i that nobody was quite sure of the why-when- 
i and-how-much of production ahortagc. 
\ A senate committee was investigating inef- 

; flclent.uao and hoarding of manpower. Phil 
I Murray, CIO president, urged that ji, (act- 
j finding and advisory committee be appointed 
, from Industry, labor, agriculture and govern. 
I ment to find out what the score really was. 
But the house committee kept its sights lev- 
elled on the 4-F, though It was by no means 
certain that they were the only scapegoats, or 
that they offered the whole solution to the 
manpower problem. 

It might have been more efficient to make 
sure of the source and extent ot the trouble 
first, and then. If necessary, enact a national 
service law to draft workers for tasks as hon- 
orable and essential as military jorvlce.

But surely this Is no time tor such adjustments. Ttie 
hicrease of nil wogea now le.is than 75 cents ivould 
turn tooflc great amounts ot purchasing power, 
would olso lead to n very natural demand by n 
highly skilled workers— AFTj members and rnllroadcrs, 
tor example— tor raises ot their own to maintain rea- 
sonab;c differentials between akUled and unsknied 
work. Thus It would make higher prices lor many 
kinds ot Eoods inescapable. The Inflation tat would 
bo cost Into a very hot tire. 

The BUbj eo I i should wait until wo are well Uirough 
Uie reconversion period. Even then, organized labor 
might well first ponder possible consequenscs. Oranted 
we do need some Iloor under wages; but If It Is put loo 
high, salaried people— the great middle classes— will 
be unablo to buy the products of Isbor, and 
earners will find themselves working so short a week 
that tlie Attractive hourly rates would become 
mockery. 

Just a« In business and agriculture, the best hope 
ot labor la not Uie artificial "floor" of protection, but 
the desire to produce and sell more throueh better 
tools and be Iter- trained men to make them run 
Louis Fost-DIspatch.

Dogi. horses, cattle, aheep and 
other animals are mated, not i 
ricd and tlieir status In such 
Is not matrimonial but tcmporory. 
It not enllrcly casuol. When a pa(r 
of doBS ore so mated they are not 
correctly said lo have had n weddmg 
but to have bred. And, alUiDUgh 
1 the relstlona of human bdnse 
s well Hs ttioso of onlmols, there Is 
common purpose to reproduce the 
speclei, an Importont dltterence 
exists, In that human beings are 
supposed lo assume certain perma- 
nent obllEstlons. In the case of 
Palp, a dog, no rcsponslbiUty rests 
upon Ihe male. Ho simply goes his 
way and msy never see his get or 
puppies or recognlio Uiem If he 
should.

In the 
United Btatca today, the same atti- 
tude Is much more marked among 
the political group colling Itself 
"liberal" than among .those who are 
denounced by them as "reacUoa- 
orles," "torlcs" and even "fascists."-

of marrlogo entirely and othera con-— 
tlnue to employ It but, after the 
manner of the early bolsheviks, only 
A temporary and revocable basis. In 
their leaching of American youth 
they preach and often practice Im, 
permanence m. morrlago, whereby 
children are bereft ot a parent, 
usually tho father. Such bereave- 
ment by death Is almost luianlmous- 
ly regarded as a tragedy. Even the 
moat dissolute "liberals" hold that. 
In sucli cases, tho state should assist 
tho mother economically and toko 
responsibility for tlic care and, espe- 
cially tlie Instruction, of the chll- 
But. curiously, where the 
young ore bereft by casual divorce 
and equally at loss for the care, ' 
offcctlon and example of a fatlier, 
or ill fewer cases, Uielr mother,

In our text we find also the word 
"romantic" and this, too, la used In 
a new and artificial meaning, propa- 
gated largely by HoUj-wood where 
"liberalism" floiu'lshes and marriage 
lias little more meaning than tho 
proccedlnga In a stud-bam. In the 
correct modem sense a romance was 
R fictitious atorj*. usually with a 
theme of love, but, in the Hollywood 
version It Is almost synonymous 
with sexual lust and. In this con- 
cept, romance usually ends with 
niiirrlaee. alUiough It does not 
nccc-aarlly culminate In marriage. 

Another Hollywoud word used la 
a peri'erted sense so commonly that 
Its true meaning Is almo.it lost is 
"poialon" also meaning lust. Its 
true meaning Is suffering and Its 
clnislcai rcllBlou^meanlng, In con- 
trast lo current usage. Is tlie agotiy 
ot Christ on the cross. 

It U. however, no wonder tliat 
some old institutions, even sacra- 
ments, and eacred words, liave 
changed status in tho minds of some. 
In the nation as a whole, marriage 
/ BO per cent permanent, which 
say tliat one In five goes lo 
divorce. In some urban and "lib- 
eral" localities, the casualty rale It
